“Meeting the Responsi­ 
bilities of Growth” might 
be an appropriate title for 
Arlington Heights’ $2,261,- 
000 budget for 1961-62 now 
being considered by village 
trustees. 
The budget, submitted to 
trustees by Village Mana­ 
ger L. A. Hanson, is in the 
discussion stage. 
In 
his 
budget 
message, 
Hanson notes that “ trem en­ 
dous growth has aggravated 
old conditions 
and 
created 
new' ones.” 
He says the village’s 30.000 
population must be serviced 
by correcting the storm sew ­ 
er problem, obtaining another 
source of water supply, im ­ 
proving police, 
fire, 
public 
works and 
health 
services, 
improving off-street parking, 
and broadening the tax base. 


HANSON’S tentative budget 
represent^ a village tax rate 
of .496 which is .078 higher 
than the .418 of 1959-60, but 22 
per cent lower than in 1956- 
57. 
The manager feels the bud­ 
get provides a 
“reasonably 
high level and well-balanced 
program of municipal 
serv­ 
ices . . . through a financially 
sound approach.” 
Details 
of 
a capital 
im- 
'provement program projected 
into 1966-67 were not avail­ 
able at the time the Herald 
went to press. 
The-budget provides for the 
recodification of the 
village 
code at a cost of $3,750. The 
code, the final important doc­ 
ument to be revised, w’as last 
overhauled in 1954. 
TOTAL BUDGETED for the 
village legal 
department 
is 
$26,150. 
Estimated 
expendi­ 
tures for tho past year were

Means to re-activate plans 
for a storm sewer referendum

budget, 
though it is being speculated 
whether or not this problem 
will be solved in 1961-62. 
Recommended 
is 
the ap­ 
propriation of $7,500 to hire a 
qualified .forester 
to set up 
and administer an effective 
tree program which will pre­ 
vent loss of trees from disease 
and neglect. 
Provided in the fire depart­ 
ment account is $5,161 for a 
full-time fire prevention in­ 
spector and $3,000 for the in­ 
stallation of telephone 
c a l l 
boxes. Also provided are funds 
for the construction of a fire 
training tower.

THE BUDGET reflects 
a 
reduction in the police depart­ 
ment work week from 44 to 
40 hours, calls for the hiring 
of two additional policemen, 
suggests 
a 
traffic 
safety 
school be started, 
and pro­ 
vides for the hiring of an ac­ 
counting clerk. 
It also suggests the work of 
the public health department 
be expanded, attention be giv­ 
en to finding another source 
of water supply, and the new­ 
ly acquired northside railroad 
parks be developed for com­ 
muter parking. 
Being carefully considered 
by truste£s is the manager’s 
recommendation 
that 
a li­ 
cense and measures inspector 
be hired at a salary of $5,400. 
Some trustees 
feel this job 
can be handled by current 
village employees. 
An early timetable called

Northwest suburban mu­ 
nicipal officials denied this 
week that they had lined up 
behind C h i c a g o Mayor 
Richard Daley in approv­ 
ing an increase in munici­ 
pal sales taxes. 
In fact, the m ajority of vil­

presidents 
from 
the 
northwest suburbs invited to 
Mayor Daley’s parley on the 
subject expressed 
opposition 
to legislation that would hike 
the sales tax 
an 
additional 
half-cent. 
It had been reported follow’- 
ing the Monday dinner m eet­ 
ing at the Sherman Hotel at 
which Daley xvas host to 40 
suburban officials that they 
had unanimously backed the 
proposal. 
“ IT WAS a closed meeting 
so that the press couldn’t get 
its own 
impression,” 
com­ 
plained Mt. Prospect Village 
President 
C. 
O. 
Schlaver. 
Schlaver said there was only 
an informal show ing of hands 
and that “ about half seemed 
in favor of it (the increase). 
Mine was not among them .” 
The bill would increase the 
total sales tax from 3 ^ cents 
on the dollar to 4u cents — 
highest in the nation — and 
would give municipalities who 
wanted it a one-eent 
bite. 
This would be premissive leg­ 
islation which 
could be im ­ 
posed by the will of the muni­ 
cipality. 
Elk Grove Village President 
Jam es Gibson said that 
one 
reason his village 
board of 
trustees opposed the m easure 
since the fact that it was a 
discretionary tax would pre­ 
sent too great a temptation to 
levy it. 
“They said at the beginning 
of 
the 
meeting 
that 
they 
would not ask for commit­ 
ments, and they didn’t, Gib­ 
son said. 
THE SUBURBAN officials 
were asked, however, he add­ 
ed, to wire 
representatives 
and senators urging passage 
of the bill if they were favor­ 
ably disposed to it. 
Gibson 
recommended 
en­ 
dorsing the 
legislation at a 
meeting of the Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage board of trustees Monday 
night, but ran into iron oppo­ 
sition from 
individual 
trus­ 
tees. 
Said 
Elk 
Grove 
Trustee 
Jam es R. 
Young: 
"E v ery ­ 
where you look taxes are go­ 
ing up, but I believe some­ 
where 
along 
the 
line 
we 
should 
hold 
a 
tea 
party.” 
Young maintained Elk Grove 
Village had a substantial in­ 
dustrial base so that there 
was no need for additional 
tax revenue. 
Mt. P r o s p e c t President 
Schlaver said his attendance 
at the affair was strictly 
a 
“fact-finding expedition.” He 
said while he didn’t speak for 
his board, he personally was 
opposed to any increase in 
taxes unless it was absolutely 


necessary. 


BUT HE warned that “ if 
and when” action of this sort 
is taken, “ it would have to be 
in concert with the neighbor­ 
ing communities of Arlington 
Heights, 
Palatine and 
Des 
Plaines. If Arlington Heights 
raised the sales tax and Mt. 
Prospect did not, you can see 
wrhat it would do to Arlington 
Heights.

terested in the subject. 
The only northwest subur­ 
ban village head who spoke 
out in favor of the sales tax 
increase was Hoffman Estates 
Village President Ed Pinger, 
who pointedly noted he had 
not been invited to the p ar­ 
ley (“ We will be in the fu­ 
ture.” ) 
“ Property taxes in Hoffman 
Pinger explained. The sales

duct in the election. 
In all events, there appears 
to be universal sentiment that 
our entire election machinery 
needs extensive overhauling, 
and the sooner the better. 
Shortly following 
the No­ 
vember 
election, 
I 
com­ 
menced working with several 
civic groups in the construc­ 
tion of legislation which would 
improve and modernize our 
election machinery. An im­ 
mense number of our citizens 
were aroused and were wil­ 
ling to undertake such an ar­ 
duous task. 
This was by no means a 
partisan undertaking. For the 
leaders of our community, 
whether Democratic or Re­ 
publican, were horrified at the 
many irregularities appear­ 
ing at the election and rec­ 
ognized such a condition could 
not be allowed to continue. 
More important, they were 
willing to devote the time, 
energy, study and ingenuity 
such an undertaking involved. 


THE 
predominant groups 
working in this field were and 
are the Better Government 
Association, the Citizens 
o f 
Greater Chicago and the Un­ 
ion League Club. A very large 
number of other civic organi­ 
zations participated in the en­ 
terprise also. 
After several months of the 
most intense study and ex­ 
tensive research, legislative 
Bills were 
drawn effecting 
substantial modification of our 
election machinery. To a large 
extent such legislation was 
modeled after the system now 
in effect in Ohio. The Ohio 
system has drawn national 
recognition for its many ex­ 
cellent features. 
The Bills embodying the 
suggestions of the various 
civic groups were submitted 
for study to numerous other 
organizations. 
As 
a conse­ 
quence, the bills were 
still 
further improved. 
I was extremely 
pleased 
and flattered to be asked to 
sponsor this legislation on be­ 
half of the many groups in­ 
volved and accordingly intro­ 
duced the Bills last month. 
Hearings on these Bills have 
already 
commenced 
before 
the Election Committee of the 
Illinois Senate. 
I am very 
hopeful they might be adopted. 
THE limitation of space in 
this week’s article precludes 
even the briefest outline of 
the significant features of the 
Bills. In next week’s article, 
however, I shall describe the 
measures in some detail. 
If the features of the pro­ 
posed legislation invite your 
approval, I would be v e r y 
pleased to hear from you. 
Please write me also lf 
there are aspects of the Bills 
to which you may take ex­ 
ception or concerning which 
you might have even better 
suggestions.

Red Owl Has Marked 
Increase of Sales 


Sales of Red Owl Stores, 
Inc., for the fiscal year end­ 
ing February 25, 1961, amount, 
ed to $274,592,419 an increase 
of 21.2 per cent over the pre­ 
vious year’s sales of $226,- 
589,016, Ford Bell, chairman 
of the board, and Alf L. Ber- 
gerud, president, said in the 
annual report to shareholders. 
The increase was due large­ 
ly to the first full year’s op­ 
eration of the Denver branch 
and the volume added by oth­ 
er supermarkets, they said. 
NET EARNINGS for 
the 
year, including a special cred­ 
it of $294,000, totaled $2,541,- 
605, compared with $2,349,- 
689 in the preceding year. Per 
share earnings, including a 
special credit of 43 cents, 
amounted to $3.73 as com­ 
pared to $3.53 for the year 
ended February 27, 1960. 
The number of shares out­ 
standing increased by 16,750 
to 681,866, due to the conver­ 
sion of debentures and the 
exercise of stock options. 
“During the past year, Red 
Owl directed its efforts toward 
establishing a position in its 
two new major market areas 
—Chicago and Denver,” 
the 
report stated. “The activities 
in these cities, coupled with 
the construction of IO new su­ 
permarkets, resulted in the 
most ambitious program in 
the company’s history.” 
THE COSTS of securing a 
foothold in Chicago and Den­ 
ver were somewhat higher 
than had been anticipated, 
shareholders were told. How­ 
ever, continued improvement 
in the company’s well estab­ 
lished markets offset in pa»t 
the impact of these sizable 
charges against earnings, the 
report added. 
“Many of the extraordinary 
costs of entering the Chicago 
and Denver markets are now 
behind us,” Red Owl said. 
“While results for the first 
half of the year may not equal 
the high level of the corre­ 
sponding period last year, we 
believe that earnings will in­ 
crease for the year as a 
whole."’ 
IN THE year ahead, more 
stores are planned for the 
metropolitan centers served 
by Red Owl, particularly in 
Chicago. It should be noted 
that as additional stores are 
opened in new markets, cer­ 
tain important costs decline 
in a per store basis, thereby

Record State Budget 
Defended by Kerner 


Governor Otto Kerner de­ 
fended his record budget F ri­ 
day before the annual m eet­ 
ing of the Illinois Press as­ 
sociation, likening his plight 
to a publisher whose presses 
were near breakdown. 
Instead of vintage presses, 
however, Kerner is faced with 
administration 
of monetary 
m atters 
with a 90-year-old 
revenue article. 


SPEAKING BEFORE the 
newspaper publishers at the 
Jefferson hotel in Peoria, the 
governor stressed the need for 
a new revenue amendment to 
t h e 
state 
constitution 
to 
stream line Illinois budgetary 
requirements. 
“All of this activity to close 
the dollar gap between budget 
and revenue is magnified by 
the presence of a 90-year-old 
revenue article.” Kerner said. 
“It protrudes like a Victorian 
mansion sitting obstinately on 
the runway in front of Peor­ 
ia's modern skyscraper air­ 
port term inal.” 
The state’s chief executive 
admitted that his budget m es­ 
sage asking for $3,148,737,000 
was “jerry-built” and based 
on patchwork legislation. 
“We need $'287 
million in 
new7 revenue during this bien­ 
nium to pay our bills and have 
a slight operating surplus,” 
Kerner declared. “This is a 
study in contrast because we 
actually have cash reserves of 
$232 million specifically ear­ 
m arked for certain purposes,” 
he added. 


KERNER SAID his budget 
was $284 million higher than 
the 1959-61 biennium, but that 
it was not — as some critics 
contend — more than a bil­ 
lion dollars above the budget 
submitted to the 71st General 
Assembly. “These people (the 
critics) have included in my 
budget the $345 million bond 
issues in mental health a n d 
education,” he calculated. 
The governor told the news 
men his budget request seem 
ed higher by comparison for 
two reasons: I) the previous 
budget wras artificially lower 


he contended, by some $400 
million below final estimates: 
2) that budget was not design­ 
ed to cover a 24-month pe­ 
riod. 
His budget, 
he 
said, 
is 
“phased out” for 30 months, 
carrying over into the 
next 
biennium 
(two-year period) 
monies w7hich have been bor­ 
rowed to pay the deficits of 
the last six months of this 
biennium. 


IN THE BUDGET for the 
present biennium, more than 
73 per cent w7ill go to common 
schools, universities, mental 
health and other welfare in­ 
stitutions, assistance to t h e 
needy aged, depdendent chil­ 
dren, the blind and unemploy­ 
ed, and to construction and 
operation of roads and high­ 
ways. 
Said Kerner: “It is my hope 
that people will understand 
the need for these services. 
These programs are the m ark 
of a society that cares, a so­ 
ciety that does not turn a deaf 
ear to those problems 
that 
people cannot solve by them ­ 
selves.” 
The governor said he w7as 
not asking acceptance of such 
program s sight unseen. ‘Nor 
am I asking that we not have 
honest differences of opinion. 
“What I ask of you is sim ­ 
ply this. If you feel impelled 
to offer honest criticism re­ 
m em ber that there are 
two 


approaches. One that lashes 
out and condemns indiscrimi­ 
nately and another that tears 
dow7n selectively, not ripping 
down the whole house to ex­ 
tract some loose bricks. 
It 
does not destroy for its own 
sake, but rather tears down to 
rebuild.”

that its planned m e n t a l 
health clinic will be as suc­ 


cessful as that of the North 
Shore Mental Health Asso­ 
ciation’s clinic in Winnetka, 
and the work of the local 
association as fruitful. 
As does the North Shore 
clinic, the one proposed here 
is to serve several area com­ 
munities. Initial location is to 
be in Arlington Heights be­ 
cause of its centralness. 
But it will probably be a 
long haul before the local as­ 
sociation can match the ex­ 
tent of the North Shore asso­ 
ciation’s activities. 
Not only is there the prob­ 
lem of organization, there is 
also the problem of funds.

In the Heart of Arlington Heights

There are times, 
I 
found 
out, when the legislature will 
rise up on its collective hind 
legs and strike out against in­ 
justice. 
The Forest Preserve Dis- \ 
trict of Cook county is some­ 
thing of which all of us 
are 
very proud. 
It is headed up 
by Captain Sears, a man of | 
high integrity, who has dedi­ 
cated his life to making cer­ 
tain that the residents of this 
metropolitan area will always 
have a forested area nearby 
where they can picnic on 
a 
sum m er day. 
We all realize 
that many children grow' up 
in large urban areas scarcely 
knowing what a tree 
looks 
like. 
This refuge from concrete 
and brick is important to all 
of us and will be even more 
important to our children. 


THE LEGISLATURE 
this 
year is going to authorize the 
Forest Preserve District 
to 
purchase an additional 5.000 
acres of land. 
In addition, 
the District will be allowed 
to slightly increase its tax 
rate in order to maintain the 
additional acreage. 
Another m easure introduc­ 
ed on behalf of the District 
was one which would exempt 
all Forest Preserve land from 
taxation immediately upon ac­ 
quisition. 
We all know that 
land belonging to a govern­ 
mental agency is now’ exempt 
from taxation when it is put 
to use for which it was ac­ 
quired. 
But it is not taken off 
the tax rolls until then. 
At first blush I saw nothing 
wrong with the bill. 
I knew 
about the bill on the day it 
was introduced. It wasn't un­ 
til HB 554 was called for 
passage last week that the im ­ 
port of the m easure really hit 
me. 
Many of our school districts 
have exhausted, or nearly ex­ 
hausted. their bonding power. 
Most of them must acquire 
additional sites and build ad­ 
ditional schools 
within 
the 
next two years. If this newly 
acquired Forest Preserve land

is to come off the tax rolls im­ 
mediately upon 
acquisition, 
what will happen to the small 
amount of bonding 
p o w e r 
these districts have left? 


LET’S LOOK at one school 
district in the northeast part 
of my legislative district. 
It 
has $16,000 of bonding power 
left. It will need at least four 
new sites in 
the 
next 
few 
years. 
Each site will cost at 
least $35,000. The school board 
would like to take options on 
two or three sites and pick 
them up when the school dis­ 
trict's valuation rises to 
a 
point where the money will 
be available. 
The Forest Preserve Dis­ 
trict intends to purchase land 
within the boundaries of this 
school district in the near fu­ 
ture. 
If this land comes off 
the tax rolls immediately, the 
school district’s valuation will 
come down to the point where 
they won’t have a dime left in 
bonding power! Over half the 
districts in our area are in a 
comparable position. 
This is exactly what I told 
the House when I rose in op­ 
position to HB 554 last week. 
I didn’t have any real hope 
of defeating the bill. After all, 
not many legislators will vote 
against a bill which bears the 
endorsement of the Board of 
Cook County Commissioners. 
But the bill failed to pass! It 
got only 78 votes, and needs 
8 9to pass. 


The sponsor of the bill post­ 
poned 
further 
consideration 
before the roll call w’as 
an­ 
nounced. w’hich means that 
the bill is not yet dead. But it 
has given me time to explain 
its import to many of 
t h e 
County Commissioners. 
I was not surprised to learn j 
that they din not realize w?hat I 
the passage of this bill would 


do to the school districts. I 
was delighted to learn that 
they feel there is a good deal 
oF m erit to our position and 
that they will re-examine their 
need for this legislation. The 
Commissioners certainly have 
no desire to hurt our school 
districts and 
I'm 
confident 
they will help us. 
I shudder to think, however. 


what would happen had the 
bill passed and be signed into 
law. 
And I ’m thankful that 
there are enough responsible 
i men in the House who feel 
j that right is right and that we 
should be given an opportuni­ 


ty to lay our case before the 
proper authorities in an ef­ 
fort to induce them to take 
HB 554 out of their legislative 
program.
